THE PRINCIPLES UF EUGENICR 


Since we are not here discussing

Compared with the great factors of 
national and racial discase and death, 
diachylon was, of course, 1 trifle, but 
look at the indictment as recently etated 
by the Local Government Committee of 
the Ministry of Reconstruction : 

There are at this moment a large 
number of different bodies giving various 
forms of public asnistance out of rates 
and taxes, with very inexnct delimita 
tion of the persong eligible. Many of 
these bodies deal on different lines, and 
for different reasons, with members of 
the same family. There are, for ing- 
tanoe, seven different public authorities 
giving money in the home, leaving out 
of account the exceptional cases of mone 
payments by the education and healtl 
authorities. Alimthcese are found contri- 
buting towards maintenance in various 
forms, institutional or other. At Jeast 
six are providing various forms of 
medical treatment. Three are giving 
educational training of one sort or an- 
other. The able-bodied unemployed may 
be subsidined by five of them. Theso 
public bodies, many of them extending 
over different areas, have, with a few 
exceptions, no common system of regis 
tration of cages; so thay even the namea 
of persons receiving assistance from one 
or more of the bodies may be unknown 
to sume other body which may be con- 
sidering their case. This absence of 
common knowledge results in much over- 
lapping, and also in occasional foilure 
to detect case, of need. Not only are 
there many public authorities dispensing 
assistance out of the rateg and taxes, but 
new ones are frequently being improvised 
to -meet emergencies. he extent, 
variety, and overlapping of the activitics 
ef these various bodicg cannot adequatel 
be eet, out, but there may be, often wi 
litle co-ordination between them, deal- 
ing with infants and’ maternity, five 
different bodics; with persong of unsound 
mind or mentally defective, six different 
bodies; with sick porsons, four different 
bodies; with the aged, three different 
bodies; and with the able-bodied, not 
fewer than five differont bodies.
